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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues in essence that "...none of the 
prior art references disclose a program counter being incremented, before a beginning of a cycle for reading an instruction, by a value 
equal to a number of codes belonging to a previous instruction." This has not been found persuasive. The increment is not "based upon 
the previous instruction address" but rather an offset that was in the previous instruction being executed. The offset allows the adder to 
add the offset to the previous instruction address to find the current instruction address and store it in the program counter prior to the 
current instruction's execution (Garaboschi column 2, lines 13-30 and column 4, lines 25-30). This is equivalent to increment the in 
program counter by a value equal to a number of code. The offset is the value equal to a number of codes, since the offset is the size, 
i.e. number of codes, of the previous instruction. In essence, the offset tells the program counter where the previous instruction ended in 
memory, which is the value equal to a number of codes. 
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
